— Tho Tariff Boan;l was asked to conduct) sueji enctuirios 
os might bo iTcessni^ to detennine, for the purpose of purchase by the 
Ccuiral Phosphate Pool, tlie ox-worts prices of superphosphate produced by 
the various factories in the fndinn Dominion. The Board, having mode in- 
vestigations in the matter, has .submitted its report. Its recommendations 
as follows' — 

(i) "Having regard to the prc.scnt state, of the development of the 
industry, a unit with u capacity of 5,000 tons of aujperphosphate 
per annum should be considered as an economic unit. 

.(ii) In view of the high prices fetched by indigenous bones in foreign 
markets and the fact that the country can produce all its require- 
ments of .superphosphate from imported rock phosphate at much 
cheaper rates, the manufacture of supei-phosphate from rook 
phosphate should, in future, be eucouraged. 

{iii) III view of the wide variations in the capacity and the actual pro- 
duction of the different factories, it is not practicable to fix a 
uniform ex-work>3 price for superphospbate. Different ex-works 
prices should, therefore, be fixed so as neither to inflate the profit^ 
of low-cpst units nor to allow the production of high-cost units to 
suffer, 

■(iv) Having regard to the need for augmenting tho production of super- 
phosphate as part of the programme for intensifying the "Gmw 
More Food Campaign", the fair cx-factory price of superphos- 
phate produced by factories at or near port to'wns should be 
fixed at Rs. 210 per ton. To this the actual freight charges on 
sulphur and rock phosphate should be added to detei-minc the 
fair ex-factory prices of factories situated in the interior. The 
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fair oJi-fiiotory pi'icea inclusive of transport charges from factory 
to lii-ilway station for the varioii'^ faetnrirs are as follrn\s:-

(v) Tho fair ex-factoiy prices speciSed above should be given effect to 

from tho date of operation of the Central Phosphate Pool and 
should remain in force tiff 80th June, 1060. If, during any half- 
year, the costs of production increase by Rs. 10/- or more per 
ton 01 superphosphate owing to^ increase in the cost of sulphur or 
roclt phosphate, tlie industry may apply to (government for a 
revi.siou of prices. 1'* case of decrease of cost by Es. 10 or more, 
Governmenit should review the question. 

(vi) All facilities should be giver, to superpliosphata mamifacturerS to 

import sulphur and rock phoaphate. 

(vii) The manufacturers of superphosphate have suggested that as a 
means of incroosiuo' the consumption of superphosphate, the 
allotment of ammouiuni sulphate by' the Central Government to 
tlie Provincial and Stale Governments should be made condi- 
tional on (be latt-^r taking a specific proportion of superphosphate, 
and that, in Urc current year, at least 10 lbs. of phosphoric 
acid should be allotted with every. 80 lbs. of nitrogen, the pro- 
portion of phosphoric acid being incroa.sed to 20 lbs. in the next 
two yeiuas. ;\Vc commend this snggestioi.> to the authoi-ities con- 
cerned for their careful consideration. 

(viii) j.noi'eared use cli superphosphate depends (.ni ifa quality and wo 
recommend that the Central Government, should lay dorvn speci- 
ficTu.iCT.ie for. suoerpliospbate. 
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(ix) Till.' question of li reJuctior. in railway rates of sulphur, rook 

phc-uphate and superphosphate should be considered by the Rail- 
way Board at an early dat(;. 

(x) Superphosphate factories situated in the interior, which have to 

transport thch raw niuterials from the port, should, as far as 
possible, plan tiieir production to jneet the demand in that parti- 
cular region or zone. 

(.xi) Means have to bo deviled to avoid dela\ in payment for super- 
phosphate purchased by .Gnvornment. 

(sii) In view of the importance of the feHilisej' industry and the need for 
educating the cultivators in the use of superphosphate, an 
Advisory Panel consisthrg of representatives of Government and 
the manufftctui'ers should be set up."
